A SENATOR GOING TO RUSSIA. 
Senator France will make a person­ 
al inspection of Russia to find out for 
himself the truth about conditions in 
that country. 
Mr. France is not ex­ 
actly the emissary that most Ameri­ 
cans would choose for this 
mission, 
but it is said that his trip has the ap­ 
proval of President Harding and Sec­ 
retary Hughes; and it may be signifi­ 
cant that the Baltimore Sun, published 
in the principal city of Mr. France’s 
state, seems to think 
that 
somehing 
worth while may come out of his .jour­ 
ney. 
Indeed, the Sun attaches great 
importance to the 
senator’s 
mission 
and declares that “it can hardly fail to 
provide fresh and trustworthy data 
tor political and commercial conclu­ 
sions of the highest value.” 
In the opinion of the Baltimore pa­ 
per, 
“the 
importance 
of 
Senator 
France’s voyage of discovery and in­ 
vestigation rests mainly upon the fact 
that he has no business axe to grind 
and that he occupies a position which 
entitles him to a respectful hearing.” 
The senator may have no business axe 
to grind, but he may have a political 
one in the sense that he holds very 
pronounced theories in regard to Rus­ 
sia and he may be tempted to inter­ 
pret what he sees there so as to bol­ 
ster up those theories/ 
Nevertheless, it is probably a good 
thing that he is going. If his theories 
are incorrect and he admits their in­ 
correctness upon the return from his 
Russian tour, it will be very helpful. 
If, on the other hand, his theories are 
correct, the sooner that fact is estab­ 
lished the better. 
The third possibil­ 
ity— that Mr. France’s preconceived 
notions will warp his powers of obser­ 
vation— is not after all a very serious 
one, since, even if matters fall out that 
way, no great harm will be done. 
Meanwhile it is a matter of some im­ 
portance that a decision of the court 
of appeals in England has just been 
rendered to the effect that the British 
government’s trade pact with Russia 
constitutes recognition 
of the soviet 
government as the de facto govern­ 
ment of that country. 
The New York 
Evening Post thinks that this “def­ 
initely marks the beginning of a new 
period in the relations of the soviet 
state with other nations;” and even if 
Iii is is an overstatement, 
the 
status 
thus created for Britain in her rela­ 
tions with the soviet is certain to stim­ 
ulate anew American interest in the 
great problem of Russia.

The most destructive fire occur­ 
ring iii Sedalia 
since 
the 
court 
house fire on June 2*1, 1920, occurr­ 
ed this 
morning 
at 2:30 o’clock 
when tile Fisher Auto Sales Com­ 
pany garage, 211-213 West Fourth 
street, was discovered in flames. 
The* en tire interior of the place 
was swept by the blaze which, be­ 
fore 
extinguished, 
had 
entailed 
damage aggregating $25,000 to au­ 
tomobiles in the building, with an 
additional loss of $10,000 on fur­ 
nishings, fixtures and accessories. 
The damage to the building, own­ 
ed by Thomas Janish of Chicago 
will approximate 
perhaps 
$10,000 
with the owner carrying $8,000 fire 
Insurance on the structure. 
TEie fire was discovered by W. A. 
Goldsmith, an employe of the Se­ 
dalia Capital, who had just made a 
call at the 
Democrat building to 
light the burners under the metal 
pots of linotype machines, which 
duty he performs each morning. 
On leaving 
the 
building Gold­ 
smith heard glass breaking and on 
investigation located it as being at 
the Fisher garage. lie immediately 
turned in an 
alarm. 
Soon 
great 
clouds of smoke went swirling up 
into the skies. 
The entire rear of the budding 
seemed enveloped in a smouldering 
fire when the fire companies reach­ 
ed the scene and soon would have 
consumed the entire structure and 
perhaps spread to Le Grande gar­ 
age adjoining on the cast. 
The blaze, 
supposedly, 
started 
over a section of the building used 
for the battery department. The 
flames ate their way to the ceiling 
where the blaze ran along the raf­ 
ters and as embers 
from 
above 
dropped they ignited tops of every 
automobile stored in that part of 
the building, burning cars valued at 
from $200 to $5,000 each. 
Twenty-eight cars were damaged 
until some of them are of little 
value, while others with new’ tops 
and touching up of the bodies may 
be restored until they will he con­ 
sidered in fair condition.

A COURAGEOUS EDUCATOR. 


President W. H. P. Fauce of Brown 
University, which, by the way, is a 
New England institution, startled stu­ 
dents, faculty, trustees and alumni, by 
his baccalaureate sermon delivered at 
this year’s annual commencement. Ig­ 
noring entirely the hide-bound politi­ 
cal proclivities of 
those 
associated 
with him, and scorning their narrow 
prejudices, he outspokenly' declared 
himself on the great problems facing 
this country 
and, 
incidentally, 
the 
world. 
Said he: 
“The Liberty Bell is cracked and 
liberty itself has not as sweet a sound 
as once. 
America 
should 
not turn 
back from democracy. 
Every possible 
argument may be brought against de­ 
mocracy except one— that something 
else has proved to work better.” 
“The nations today are undergoing 
the painful process of disillusion.” 
“ We imagined thkt we were to have 
a treaty at Versailles that would re­ 
dress all public 
wrongs, 
righteously 
adjust all boundaries, banish secrecy 
from diplomacy and unite all peoples 
in perpetual concord. It is because we 
did not get that in three months, we 
have plunged into despair, and some 
men in high public places have denied 
that our dead soldiers ever had any 
world vision. 
“In view of one such utterance be­ 
yond the sea, it has been suggested 
that the inscription of our memorial 
gateway at Brown should be changed; 
that it should no longer read: 
“They 
gave their lives that freedom may en­ 
dure,” but rather, 
‘They 
gave their 
lives because they were afraid not to 
fight. 
All those 43, whose names are 
on that gateway, I know personally. 
And while we recognize that no hu­ 
man being acts from one motive alone, 
I know those men went forth not to 
save their skins, but to save America 
— and more than that, to save the prin­ 
ciple on which 
America is founded, 
T o save Liberty in both America and 
in Europe from brute force of auto­ 
cracy and tyranny.’ 
If we cannot be 
noble today, heaven save use from de­ 
nying that we were noble yesterday. 
“ One result of disillusion is intoler­ 
ance and that 
is manifested 
in two 
ways. 
It is seen in the constant de­ 
mand for more stringent legislation. 
We now have laws enacted or propos-' 
ed against a free press, against a Sab­ 
bath made for man, against woman’s 
dress, against high heels, against day­ 
light saving, against every tendency, 
old and new, which any group of men 
does not believe in. 
This landslide of 
legislation descends on us because of 
our loss of faith in liberty 
and 
self­ 
control. 
“This same loss of faith leads often 
to the creation of new social machin­ 
ery and the substitution of mechan­ 
ism for life. 
It is worked busily and 


noisily, as if the kingdom of heaven 
were not like a grain of mustard seed, 
but like an adding machine. Our great 
charities and philanthropies have ad­ 
opted the methods of the ‘Liberty Loan 
drives,’ admirable in war, but intoler­ 
able in peace, until all of us now are 
either the drivers or the driven.” 
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MR. HARDING AND MR. LODGE. 


A great deal of interest has been 
aroused in the situation which has ap­ 
parently been created by Mr. Lodge’s 
recent declaration in the senate on the 
subject of treaty negotiations to fol­ 
low from the 
Knox 
resolution. 
As 
conservative a newspaper as the New 
York Times sees in this situation all 
the elements of a pitched battle be­ 
tween the president 
and 
the senate 
over 
the 
question of this country’s 
policy with respect to foreign affairs. 
In other quarters also the same inter­ 
pretation is placed upon Mr. Lodge’s 
speech predicting the negotiation of a 
separate peace treaty with Germany. 
Thus the Baltimore Sun remarks: “ Mr. 
Lodge’s assertions were not challeng­ 
ed by any republican senator, and of­ 
ficial Washington is now said to be 
asking whether this means a fight be­ 
tween Mr. Harding and the senate, or 
a backdown, and if the latter, who will 
do the backing down.” The Brooklyn 
Eagle intimates very clearly its belief 
that Mr. Lodge’s speech indicates a se­ 
rious conflict between the views of the 
president and the republican senate 
leader. Says the Eagle: 
“ Mr. Lodge represents that element 
in the senate which would surely re­ 
strict the exercise of the president’s 
constitutional powers in regard to for­ 
eign relations. If his words mean any­ 
thing at all they mean that the ele­ 
ment for which he speaks has decided 
upon a course directly the opposite of 
that to which Mr. Harding stands com­ 
mitted. 
Within a few weeks of the 
president’s announced preference for 
the adoption of the Versailles Treaty 
in modified form Mr. 
Lodge repudi­ 
ates that agreement as impossible and 
calls for a new deal in which the sen­ 
ate is to distribute the cards.” 
The Brooklyn Eagle, however, while 
convinced that a sharp 
conflict im­ 
pends, evidently thinks that the con­ 
flict may not be fought in the open. It 
thinks that the president may be able 
to have it out with Mr. Lodge behind 
the scenes. 
The president, it points 
out, holds the advantage in that he 
alone is authorized to approach the 
German government, though this, as 
we have recently seen, is not necessari­ 
ly a decisive advantage. 
The Eagle 
recalls also Mr. Lodge’s remarkable 
ability to change his mind when expe­ 
diency demands it, as in the case of the 
Colombian treaty, and it thinks that, 
just as Mr. Harding found a way to 
change Mr. Lodge’s opinion on that 
question, he may find a way to change 
his position on this one. 
This is an optimistic view but there 
is probably good reason for it. Mean­ 
while it seems possible that too much 
significance is being attached to the 
letter of Mr. Lodge’s speech. It is still 
necessary for the republican senate 
leader to exercise great care in order 
to prevent 
the 
irreconcilable 
from 
breaking ranks, and to satisfy them he 
still has to denounce the Treaty from 
time to time. Unless they are going to 
continue to exercise for an indefinite 
but protracted period the dominance 
and 
control 
which 
they 
enjoyed 
throughout the long Treaty fight and 
the campaign, we are hardly likely to 
see Mr. Lodge directing a great senate 
battle against a republican president.

FOURTH OF WORLD’S 
GOLD IN RESERVE SYSTEM 
Houston, Tex., June 17.—W. P. 
G. Harding, governor of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, was in Hous­ 
ton yesterday to speak at three 
meetings and give his views oil 
financial conditions 
in 
America 
and his proposals for aiding eco­ 
nomic development. 
“With the ratio of the federal 
reserve system at 58.2 per cent as 
against 42 a year ago, and with 
$2,500,000,000 gold on hand, or one- 
fourth of the world’s supply, the 
barking financial situation in tho 
United States shows vast improve­ 
ment,” Harding said on his arrival. 
‘Gold has been pouring into the 
United States since last fall from 
all quarters of the globe, attracted 
by 
the 
disparity 
of 
exchange 
rates,” he said. 
“The result 
is 
that the federal reserve system 
now holds one-fourth of the gold 
of the world. 
This is abnormally 
high and in the long run there will 
be a tendency to diffuse some of 
it among other nations. 
‘ The situation has justified the 
lowering of disount rates and the 
New York bank dropped its rate 
from 6U to 6 per cent, w hereas a 
few months ago i* was 7 per rent. 
Harding says he 
is 
confident 
that business is on the 
upturn. 
For ten days lie has been travel­ 
ing in the Middle West an*1, South­ 
west, and everywhere has 
been 
impressed with the 
amount 
of 
travel and the number of travel­ 
ing salesmen who are out after 
busiess.
